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STATE RIGHTS AGAIN.

So long as the people of the United States are governed under 
the Constitution of 1789 there is bound to be a state rights ques­ 
tion. The federal system necessarily divides the powers o' th \ 
nation between the central and the state government. It does so 
specifically and by intention. Some things are definitely assigned 
to the central authority, others are clearly left to the states. 
Between the two legal spheres there is a twilight zone where legis­ 
lative encroachments and judicial decisions are continually push­ 
ing forward or back the line that separates the domain subject to 
Gmgress from the domain subject to the local legislatures. 
The prevailing tendency has been for the central power to 
extend itself at the expense of the states. Regions or interests 
that have suffered thereby have often raised the issue of state 
rights, but it i i interesting to observe that, although they have 
sometimes been able to summon the decisions of the Supreme 
Court to their aid, the national power has in the end prevailed* 
either by force of arms or by force of ballots 
Some New Englanders wanted secession in 1814, and the 
Southern States tried it half a century later, but in neither case 
did the friends of state rights win their cause. The income tax 
was originally held to be a clear infringement of the taxing power 
cf the states and an infraction of the Constitution, but we are 
paying the income tax today—and it is a tax of generous propor­ 
tions. 
Of late years we have heard little of state rights. Congress 
has legislated on matters that would in the last century have 
been regarded as purely state concerns; and the Democratic party, 
once the special guardian of the reserved rights of the states, has 
had its fair share in passing such legislation. 


The recent decisions by the Supreme Court declaring that 
Congress must not use its taxing power to reach conditions of 
child labor in certain states, or to oblige trading associations like 
6tock and produce exchanges to admit all traders, whether indi­ 
viduals or associations, to their privileges, come rather as a sur­ 
prise. We were astonished to learn that the doctrine of the re­ 
served rights of the states had sufficient vitality to resist the im­ 
position of general legislation, however desirable in itself, on 
states that would not themselves enact it. 
The decisions, how­ 
ever. were almost unanimous. Only one justice dissented from 
either. 
Apparently our Supreme Court thinks centralization is 
going forward rather too rapidly. In that opinion it will not be 
without sympathizers, though most persons will regret that the 
occasion for so important a restatement of constitutional preroga­ 
tive was a law intended to reach the abuse of child labor in states 
that have not yet put an end to the abuse. 
Whether these decisions will have any political effect, as con­ 
troverted decisions have often had in the past, remains to be seen.

Uncontaminated water supply, the proper disposal of sewer­ 
age and the relation of these matters to hq#lth are better under­ 
stood through the country today than they were even a few short 
J ears ago. Proper combination and preparation of foods, intelli­ 
gent care of the body, isolation for contagious cases and a thou­ 
sand other points of health are practiced almost as regularly to- 
aay in the small town and on the farm as in the city. 
This does not mean that country doctors are needed no long­ 
er.
